Ihe treatment of the Jews varied from one district to another, 
according to local eonsiderations. It depended very much on 
the attitude of the individual Prefect. But anti-Jewish discrim- 
mation, wherever it existed, aroused nothing but disgust among 
the population was myself at first pessimistic. but 
changed my mind,” he said. “ Everybody considers the anti- 
Jewish jaws to be impermanent. When freedom returns, | am 
certain that everybody will agree to restore to the Jews normal 
and equal rights.” 

M. Mendes-France stated that the mere fact of being a Jew 
was regarded by Vichy judges as being an “ aggravating circum- 
stance’ in any offence alleged to have been committed. For 
example, a Jew caught distributing anti-Vichy leaflets had been 
Sentenced to five years’ imprisonment, whereas other men 
arrested with him had been given only three years for the same 
ollence. Even the crossing of a “ prohibited” street by a Jew 
was sufficient pretext for severe punishment.

operates over 200 bureaux vm General Secretary of the TAC. 
Mr. M Orbach, has had conversation, with 
uilting, Vice-President, and My VW 1) 
General Secretary of the London Council, and as a result 
of these talks,.the Honorary Oflicers of the variou 
have arranged to pass on to the PA any ditheculties ay 
problems in which Jews are concerned : 

Phe bureaux are trequently approached for advice on miurtters 
connected with tenancy agicements, employment, trade practices, 
cto, and om these cases there are sometimes Jews involved on 
one side or the other. In certain districts in London, where the 
bureaux are established in places largcly mbhabited by Jews, 
the additional help of the T.A.C. will be of considerable value 

Atrangements are also being made for similar CO-Ope 
with the National Council! of Social Service, so that any prob- 
lem affecting Jewish interests throughout the country could 
be submitted to the T.A.C. Under such arrangements, the 
Area Councils of the T.A.C. in Glasgow, Leed,, Manchester,

Sik,--Dr. Parkes’ articles on Jewish Reeonstruction bristle 
with debatable points. | shall limit myself to a comment upon 
one of them, viz., his demand for “ the possession by the Jewish 
Community of a sense of responsibility for the black sheep 
among its members,” 

In fact, of course, the Community hae that sense very acutely, 
and it is fostered by Judaism, “ All Isracl are sureties for one 
another is Talmudical teaching. But it is a far different matter 
when the non-Jewish world secks to place upon us a liability 
which nt does not accept for itself, 

If Anglo-Jewry is answerable for Fagin, then the Gentile 
Population must (in the same sense) hold itself answerable for 
Bill Sykes. We must energetically protest against the imposition 
of an exceptional responsibility, for two reasons: (1) It is on a 
par with the Nazi practice of hostages, in connection with which 
President Roosevelt said: “ Civilised peoples have adopted the 
basic principle that no man should be punished for another 
mans deeds.” Lo penalise innocent Jews for the sins of the 
wiong-doers in Re Community is a barbaric act, and the rules 
Of civilised society must be applicd without distinction. (2) At 
the root of the demand is the fantastic, but widespread, notion 
that when a Jew commits a misdeed nt ts the eflect of his 
Jewishness, whereas if a Gentile is guilty it is the effect of his 
personal tallibility,

What does Dr. Parkes mean by “ that tavournte Jewish activity 
of making Stutesmen put on record Since when os thes 
a” favournte Jewash activity It has been customary trom the 
caurhest times to put important political guarantees, covenants, 
declarations, or promises en record, and in English history. the 
miactice has been tollowed trom the Magna Charta to” the 
Atlantic Charter. Why does Dr. Parkes, un his desire to help us, 
say that the extraction of tormal political rights trom Govern- 
ments m eule is of very tte surcly does not suggest 
that these Governments will not return to thei respective coun- 
triew or that. when they do. they will repudiate them solemn 
unglertakings ! 

In dealing with the Jewish situation in Central and Eastern 
Purope, Dr. Parkes entirely overlooks the state of chaos brought 
about by Hhtler's mass deportations from one country to another, 
and th: great task of restoration that will be necessary. Ele re- 
vives the suggestion previously discussed in. your columns, but 
now substututes for the unpopular formula, “discrimenation wath 
compensation,” the term “ proportional sharing.” This change 
of terminology does not make his proposal tor the adoption of 
a nunerus clausas any more palatable or acceptable. Does he be- 
lieve. for example, that if the Jews, in a State where they are 
§ per cent. of the population, agreed to limit themselves to 5 per 
cent. of the lawyers and doctors, the Government would, by way 
of compensation, allot them § per cent. of all plages im the public 
services. Army commissions, University etc.? 
The attempt to apply such a scheme would be involved in endless

much friction Both within the Jewish Community and without 
that it would prove impracticable. We tannot demand for the 
Jews in Central arid Eastern Europe less than the Jews in France 
were granted 150 years ago. Nor can we demand less than the 
were guaranteed alter the last war, namely, individual civil 


equality plus the rights of a minority group. 


You, Sir, describe Dr. Parkes’ plan as “ a break with encrusted 
ideas.” So civil equality, without discrimination in respect of 
race or religion, is an “ encrusted idea “| Those who speak of 
the “ discredited Minorities Treaties "* forget that these Treaties 
were discredited only by those who violated them, just as the 
Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Commandments are discredited by 
murderers, adulterers and theves. What will be necessary after 
the war is to ensure that the rights accorded to the Jewish and 
all other minority groups shall be scrupulously observed, and that 
could be done by effective “ mprovements in the supervisory 
machinery of the League of Nations or of any other supreme 
international organ that takes its place. Dr. Parkes’ plan con- 
tains the seeds of serious dangers and should be dismissed as 
certain to produce more harm than good. 

As for Palestine, he again indulges in a tirade of censure of 
those who have protested against the retrograde policy of the 
British Government. Does he suppose that if we had tamely and 
thankfully accepted the succession of set-backs “ put on record ” 
in the series of White Papers since 1922, we would now be better 
off? His argument that nothing positive can be achieved by 
“ screaming “” shows that he ignores the way in which the women 
of this country obtained the vote and how the Arabs of Palestine 
secured the White Paper of 1939. His advice that we should 
negotiate with the Arabs is superfluous, as we have tried to do so 
for the last twenty years, and he surely recalls the fiasco of the 
St. James's Palace Conferences. As for negotiations with the 
Government, it has always beema case of the Jewish Agency pro- 
posing and the Government disposing. Dr. Parkes suggests that 
an improvement in Jewish-Arab relations could be attamed by 
recognising that “ the possibility of growth in Palestine may be 
which means, | suppose, continued restriction of immi- 
gration. and by creating what he calls “ dominions ” of the 
National Home, under the aegis of the Zionist Movement. Where 
are these “ dominions" to be, how coh hundred thousand 
Jews could each absorb, and what ground has he for supposing 
that the States in which he imagines they will be founded will 
agree to their establishment? But as he concludes by envisaging 
full self-government for “ a National Home in Palestjne,” as 
a consequence of the independence “ likely to emerge in the Near 
bast.” there would surely be no need for his problematical 
dominions.”

SIATEVER progress man has made in recent centuries 
in his understanding of nature and his scientific 
application of that knowledge to his own physical 

weliare, most people will agree that im matters of man’s 
Own adjustment to: his environment and his tellow-men he 
has advanced very unsurely even if he has advanced at all. 
Ihe ruling of man by man, the governance of peoples and 
their relations to one another has, under the rough-and- 
ready name of “ politics,” received probably far more hours 
of human thought, has been the occasion of far more 
writing, and undoubtedly has given rise to more passionate 
and determined controversy than all the scientific theories 
and differences put together.

The governance of man ts, and 
must be, if it is to be lasting, righteous governance, a 
hallowed ministry, hallowed unto God in its office just as 
the priestly rulers of Israel were sanctified, just as the 
Hebrew kingship was a sacred office. Accordingly as such 
ministers act in ever present consciousness of the sacredness 
of their office. of their ministry from God, so will their 
government prosper. ihe priestly concept of governance, 
service to man under the direction of God, does not, seeing 
man has treedom to do wrong as well as right, assure 
righteous government. But it is a chain which keeps both 
governed and governing closer to right action and able the 
easier to recognise error. Without it there is no hone for 
the development of that extension of law and justice in the 
relations of men and peoole which alone can mark progress 
in man’s politics from their present doubtful compromise 
with the jungle.

SUPPLY SITUATION GOOD 
Controiler’s List of Simple Rations 


Taken by and large, the supply position in Palestine is as 
good as, if not better than. many parts of the British Empire 
(writes our Jerusalem corresponacni m a message delayed in 
transit). Most of the older mhaoitants draw a happy com- 
parison between conditions to-day and the position in the 
Hoiv Land towards the end of the last war, when acute lamine 
prevailed and a food ship trom America came as a godsend. 

To-day there Is no starvation nor any sign oO} a threatencd 
major shortage. Yet prices are higher, and some qommoditics 
are out of reach of the majority of the consuming public 

C ost-of-living allowances have been granted to Government 
officials and to workers in a large number of lines. Yet, even 
so, there is a danger of the incipient inflation developing unics 
it is checked, as measures are being taken to check it, at the 
present point, Governme: figures for septemecr, 1941. as 
against August, 1939, show the cost-of-living index as 166.2 for 
the Arab population and 150.8 for the Jewish population, t.c., 
an increase by two-thirds and a half respectively over the 
pre-war level. The Jewish Agency figures for October, 1941, 
showed that the index for the Yishuv had risen slightly to 182.4. 

Addressing a Nutrition Conterence at the Straus Health 
Centre in Jerusalem not long ago, when deading Jews and Arabs 
attended and commingled fraternally, the Controtier of Supplies, 
Colonel G. W. Heron,: outlined a list of he described 
as: the simplest of daily rations from commoditics. of 
local production.”

MORé COMPLAINTS ABOUT THE 
CENSORSHIP 
Dr. Weizmann’s Cable Suppressed 


In a letter to the Mancnester GUARDIAN on the subject of 
the Palestinian censorship, Professor L. B. Namier states that 
a cable from Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the Jewish 
Agency and the World Zionist Organisation, to the opening 
rally of the Palestine Women’s Auxiliary Territorial Service was 
not allowed to be published in the Palestine press. 

The gensored cable read: “ My heartiest grectings to the 
Palestine A.T.S. at the outset of its recruiting campaign. °1 
know how eagerly our women will welcome this opportunity 
to share with the ten thousand of their men already serving 
in defence of their lives, homes, and all that Palestine means to 
them. Long-sought chance now lies before you all. 1 am con- 
fident that you will take fullest advantage of it to the advance- 
ment of the cause of freedom and your own lasting satisfaction 
Hazak Veematz.”’ 

A letter from Mr. A. Creech Jones, M.P., quotes a telegram 
from Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Department 
of the Jewish Agency, stating that “ my own (Mr. Shertok’s’ 
speech at the opening of the Succot campaign was totally 
suppressed and never published. On another occasion my 
recruiting appeal to the Press Conference was held over 12 days 
and published only after my own intervention at headquarters.” 

Commenting editorially on these statements, the MANCHESTER 
GuarRDIAN asks “ Why does the Palestine censorship handle 
in this way a most helpful recrutung campaign? Parliament 
ought to insist on much fuller information ftom the responsible 
Ministry, which ts the Colonial Office.” 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN Z.O.-N.Z.O.

AMERICAN CAMPAIGN FOR JEWISH ARMY 
“Suez Not Another Singapore ” 


An all-out campaign for a Jewish army in Palestine has been 
begun by the American Committee for a Jewish Army, which 
demands also the recognitiog of Jewish Palestine as a nation at 
war with the Axis. 

In an almost full-page advertisement in the New Yor« Times, 
headed “ Suez must not be another Singapore,” the Committee

The announcement emphasises the position of the Statcless 
Jewish refugees who, having lost their citizenship in Nazi- 
occupied lands, have no real opportunity to fight back at 
Hitlerism. Quotation$ are featured from the speeches of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr Winston Churchill, both of whom have 
stated that all who are against Hitler deserve the support of 
the Allies.

Deficit Reduced 


QUESTION OF THE PRESIDENCY 


Sir Robert Waley-Cohen, KBP. presided over a meeting of 
the Council of the United Synagogue at Woburn House last 
week, and opened the proceedings with a tribute to the late Mr. 
Lienel de Rothschild. 

They met that day, he said, under the shadow of a great sorrow 
~-the loss of their President. In the course of a moving tribute, 
he said that the late Mr. de Rothschild had rendered remarkable 
service to the United Synagogue and to the whole Community 
for a great many years. The chief characteristic of everything 
that he did was forgetfulness of self. Every problem that they 
brought to him he looked at with a sole cye to the welfare of 
the Community and to the welfare of the Unned Synagoguc. 
He was always anxious that the United Synagogue should bear 
out tts character as a great rchigious institution bent upon 
enabling the Jewish Community to maintain its Judaism intact, 
and strengthen the religious basis upon which its welfare rested. 

Sir Robert also referred to other losses which they had lately 
sustained, including that of the late Mr. Gustave Tuck. 

On the subject of the office of President, the Chatrman said 
the Hon. Officers had not had time yet to give considcration to 
this matter. They would do so as soon as possible. They did, 
however, feel that whatever was done would have to be done 
through the full operation of their constitutional procedure, and 
they should not feel able on a matter of that sort to exercise 
ithe special powers which they had imposed upon the Hon, 
Oflicers. Consequently, they would do nothing in that matter 
until the next mecting of the tull Councal 

He was able, continued Sir Robert, to give them some slight 
mdication of the financial position tor the past year, as they 
had some provisional idea of the figures.

HISTORY OF THE JEWS IN 


ENGLAND 
Dr. Roth’s Masterly Work 


A History of the Jews in England. By Crom Ron. 
University Press, 15s.

Like Caesar's Gaul, the history of Anglo-Jewry ts divided into 
three parts, the carly medieval years ending with the Expulsion 
in 1290; the Middle Period, of which comparatively little ts 
known: and the Readmission, in the time of Cromwell to the 
present day. 

Il belicve nt Was Dr. Israc! Abrahams who told me the story 
that when Joseph Jacobs and Lucien Wolf began their studies 
an Anglo-Jcewish history they tossed up a coin, and Jacobs agreed 
to devoic his whole attention to pre-Expulsion days, as that 
eminent pioneer, Myer D. Davis, had been doing for some time, 
leaving the rest to his triend. The labour ot these carly workers 
in the field of research and scholarship has now found its full 
fruition m the authoritative and brightly written history of 
Dr. Roth. published under the distinguished auspices of the 
Oxford University Press. 

Dr. Roth has utilised in a most skilful manner the rich sources 
of his subject, from Prynne and Madox to his fcllow-Mertonian, 
D'Blossicrs Tovey, whose invaluable book appeared in 1738. 
During recent years, many volumes of fistorical documents of 
Jewish interest preserved in the Public Record Office and clse- 
where have been printed, and, in addition, valuable contribu- 
tions have appeared in the publications of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England, that has done so emuch for Anglo-Jewtsh 
study.

Especial commendation ws deserved by Dr. Roth tor the 
mformative notes that are to be lougd on almost every page and 
m the Appendix Ihe three sections of the narrative are sect 
forth m the same graphic detail, and the source ol practically 
every statement is attested by footnotes —thus cnabliing the book 
to be enjoyed both by the general reader and bv the most 
scrupulous student of history Particular stress is lard upon 
social history and on the part plaved by the Jew in the hie of 
England In this manner, Dr. Roth has writen weighty a 
contribution to English history as to Jewish history in its wide!

BLUM DENOUNCES THE QUISLINGS 


The “trial” of M. Léon Blum, the former French Prime 
Minister, and of M. Daladier and General Gamelin, which 
opened at Riom last week, is rapidly developing into a 
trial of M. Blum’s quisling accusers. From the dock, both 
he and M. Daladier have exposed the men of Vichy for 
the Hitler hirelings that the\ are. 

The charges against the defendants were betrayal of the duties 


sentrusied to them and attempts against the security of the 


State. The specific fecusations against M. Blum were that 
“ he compromised the work of national defence by the enforce- 
ment of labow legislation which practically made impossible 
the working of overtime; and by his weakness, when faced 
with revolutionary agitation, brought about a considcrable 
diminution in production. 

In one spirited passage. M. Blum demanded that the Cagou- 
lards «the “ Hooded’ Men” who planned a Fascist uprising in 
Fiance and several of whose leaders now hold prominent 
positions in France) should also be brought to tral. It was 
the Cagoulards and those who supported them, M. Blum told 
the Court, who brought about the reaction of the masses that 
swept into power the Popular Front which it was now wished 
to place on trial 

M. Blum also accused Jacques Doriot (leader of the pro- 
Nazi ahd anti-Jewish French Peoples Party) and Gaston 
Bergcry (lormer Vichy Ambassador 40 Moscow) of having con- 
tributed towards disuniting the country

DOCTORS 


It is reported that the Chief of the German Army Medical 
Corps, Obergeneralarzt Dr. Wolf, recently submitted to the 
Nazi leaders urgent proposals to meet the growing demand for 
doctors to treat the hordes of German wounded and the disease- 
stricken troops on the Eastern Front. His demands included 
the unrestricted admission of Jewish doctors to the German 
Army Medical Corps. The notorious Himmler and State 
Secretary Conti, who bears the title of “ Reichsdrztefiihrer.” 
agreed, however, merely to permit Jewish doctors to work in 
civil hospitals. They are also said to have instituted a close 
watch on Dr. Wolf to see that he complies strictly with Nazi 
* racial’ principles in the execution of his duties. 


“ JEW-FREE ” BELGRADE 


Not a single Jew now remains in Belgrade. according to 
information reaching Yugoslav circles in Jerusalem. A _ larve 
number of Belgrade Jews have been shot as “ Communists : 
others have simply disappeared; and all survivors have been 
expelled from the city, including Jewish women and children. 
who have been sent to forced labour camps in the neighbour- 
hood where they are obliged to work for twelve hours a day. 

Ihe death penalty is to be enforced in Serbia in the case 
of any.person hiding Jews or in any way financially assisting 
jews, according to an announcement published in the Belgrade 
Novo Vreme. All property which ts beine looked after for 
Jews must be reported by next Thursday to the Belgrade Security 
Pohee, or to the German military authorities, Agreements and 
contracts made with Jews since April 6 are subject to this 
decree. In the event of anyone not carrying out the regula- 
cons, the death penalty will also be enforced

SPY-MANIA IN POLAND 
Death Sentence on 72-Year-Old Rabbi 


A Nazi military court has sentenced to death Rabbi Chaim 
Moses Arbis, aged 72, of Bychawek (Eastern Poland), on a 
charge of having organised an armed gucrrilla band of Jews 
and Poles to destroy German food supplies. Gestapo agents 
testified in court that they had discovered the band, which 
consisted of the Rabbi, his son-in-law, nine other Jews and 
six Poles, but that all of them, with the exception of the Rabbi, 
had succeeded in escaping 

The Rabbi listened silently to the indictment and refused to 
plead guilty. It is reported that the Rabbi was tortured by 
the Gestapo authorities, who tried in vain to obtain information 
Irom him about the guerrilla fighters 

Two Polish Jews have been hanged by the Nazis in Kola, 
75 miles from Warsaw, fo. having listened in to BaB.C. broad- 
casts. Although kept in prison for two months and tortured 
by the Gestapo, the Jews refused to make a statement. 

The names of ten of the fifteen Jews recently executed by the 
Nazis for leaving the Warsaw ghetto have been published in the 
PottsH Jewisn Onserver, ot London. They are: Nathan 
Dawidqwicz, Leon Brot, Itshe Myer Wajnman, Chaim Karnarek, 
Robert Kamrenko, Jechicl Amszynowski, David Rotstajn, 
Samucl Cholewa, David Wajkselman, and Leib Karp. 

Sixty-five Jewish weavers have been arrested in Lodz and 
sent to a concentration camp for having participated in a protest 
strike against the refusal of the Nazis to grant them suflhicient 
bread rations. 


THE MAYOR’S NEST-EGG 


The German Mayor of Warta, near Lodz, has hit 
upon a plan for getting nch quick, which is ingenious, 
even for a Nazi. On the pretext that he is furthering 
war-production, he has “ acquired” about 250 Jewjsh 
forced labourers—tailors, furners, and capmakers 
who work tor him in the manutacture ot uniforms 
and warm clothes for the German troops. He also 
accepts private orders. As he uses slave labour, he | 
is able. as he himself points out.in advertisements in 
the newspapers, to charge very moderate prices; and 
so he obtains plenty of orders. The Mayor's “ pat- 
rotism ois thus amply rewarded, and he is rapidly

POLISH-JEWISH UNITY 
Dr. Schwarzbart’s Appeal 


The celebration by all Polish Jewish organisations of a “ Day 
of Polish Jewry on Sunday, March 29, the Eve of Passover, 
was proposed by Dr. Schwarzbart at a press conterence held 
on Monday at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, on the eve of the 
opening session of the Polish National Council, 

On tnat day, said Dr. Schwarzbart, spegial meetings should 
be held at which tributes should be paid to the struggic of 
Polish Jewry in this war, and messages should be sent to the 
Polish and all other Allied Governments. Help should be 
organised tor the Polish Jews, and the Press should picture to 
the world the sufferings and tight for freedom of Poland's 
Jewish millions. 

Dealing with the composition of the new National Council, 
Dr. Schwarzbart said that while the fact that there were now 
two Jews on the Council represented some PFOETess im a Council 
of 31 members the Jews ought, in accordance with democratic 
principles, to have three representatives. 

Eight members of the new Council, Dr. Schwarzbart 
added, had hitherto confessed to anti-Semitic pro- 
gramme: seventeen were members of partics that had endorsed 
the Governments declaration, and had themselves issued 
declarations, in favour of full equality of mghts for all citizens 
and condemning anti-Semitism, Dr. Schwarzbart expressed his 
conviction that there could be collaboration between the two 


Jewish representatives. 
Urging the need for the formation of a “ Zionist War 
Cabinet, Dr. Schwarzbart, who is Vice-President of the 


Actions Committee and President of the World Umon of 
General Zionists Group B, said that never since the Baltour 
Declaration had the Zionist movement been im such danger as 
it was now. There existed a tendency to abandon all Zionist 
efforts at this stage: and it was necessary to unite all creative 
forces to carry on the struvele for the victory of Zionism.

PRELUDE TO THE 
STRUGGLE 


WITHIN the last few days there have been speeches 
from the two Democratic leaders, impressive, stirring, 
frank, but hopeful in their vision of the further horizon. 
There has also been a‘ characteristically violent screed 
from the German Fuhrer. All of them, in their several 
wavs, have something of the sound of prologues to the 
probably decisive and historic campaigns of 1942. And

The Jewish Community, indeed, huve betore = this 
striven in various wavs to rid themselves of all such 
evils. Phe, will always. continue to do so. although 
thes rightly rezret the methods of fussy. not to 
say panicky, publicity recommended by some doubitul 
non-Jews to be given to their labours. The singling out 
of Jews tor notice, alone among the various com- 
munities, can only lead to gross exaggeration of Jewish 
culpability. This is well Known to many who encourage 
such methods among Jews inexperienced in the gins 
and pitialls of public affairs, and the purpose is to play 
straight into the hands of our watchful ill-wishers. ft 
cannot be too strongly stressed that if there were only 
a single Jewish “ racketeer,” the dictates of Judaism 
and the minimum regard for the honour of Jewry would 


compel us to crush the miserable wretch with every 
power we possess. But rather than feebly call to all and 
sundry to witness to our good faith, would we not act 
far more wisely through the direction of a strong and 
efficient Jewish public opinion against these offences, 
so that their perpetrators, however few and however 
removed from Jewish communal life, will be dug out 
and shamed into abandoning them? This ts a matter 
not merely for the press. It is a duty that calls to every 
individual Jew and Jewess, and it is a duty easily per- 
formed. It is up to each of them to realise to the full 
the sheer iniquity of such crimes against the nation, to 
make this attitude plain in their relations with all thei 
fellows, though these be persons who would never be 
associated with evil-doing, and whether they be just 
friends or business associates. Gradually this trame of 
mind would develop a directive influential power. It 
would change passive condemnation into active, unre- 
lenting. dynamic hate and denunciation of evil. It 
would spread until it pervaded the community and 
proved itself one of the truest, if not the only true, 
corrective of the evil of which so much ts being written 
and which ts really so difficult to root out because its 
perpetrators are tew, 

We stand to-day on the threshold of gigantic events 
[he struggle. the colossal struggle of the 1942 cam- 
paizns may well seal the fate of civilisation, may well 
decide for life and death the fate of the peoples of free 
countries, and particularly that of the Jewish people 
amongst them. -It is tor Jews, alongside of the rest 
of the nation, to throw themselves, with might and 
main, into the great effort tor national survival, cults 
valing not a tactile Optimism but a sober confidence in 
eventual triumph. At most our efferts will bring honest 
and one hopes wide PeCORNTUION. At least we shall have 
the consolation of Knowing that we did our whole duty 
byy ourselves.

MARTIN BORMANN’S “RELIGION ” 


A tite while ago Mr. Roosevelt publicly denounced a 
certain Nazi publication which clearly admitted the Nazi 
purpose to be the substitution of the Swastika for the Cross, 
This confession has now been repeated and emphasised in 
a memorandum by Martin Bormann, Hess's successor as 
head of the Nazi Party organisation. His theme is that 
the National Socialist point of view is irreconcilable with 
the Christian. But it is noticeable that he makes no mention 
of the mass of trashy conceptions of previous German 
paganism, and attempts, in a solely rationalistic manner, to 
set up in their stead a system the aim of which he describes 
as to “live as far as possible by the light of nature, that 
is to say, by the law of life” “ The more closely we recov- 
nise and obey the laws of nature and of life, the more we 
observe them, by so much the more do we express the will 
of the Almighty. The more insight we have into the will 
of the Almighty, the greater will be our success.” This 
idea of God, he argues, differs entirely from that of the 
Christian creed, viz. a “human-like being sitting about 
somewhere in the spheres.” National Socialism must 
accordingly be built up steadily on the latest discoveries of 
scientific, research. Is there not inthis a direct challenve 
not only to Christianity but to all faiths to prove that 
their beliefs are in no way in. conflict with the teachings of 
science. let alone. as Herr Bormann declares, an attempt to 
mislead their followers through “the false science that their 
theology really Surely. wm such a move to justify

STEFAN ZWEIG 
Author and Wife Die in Brazil 


The famous Austnan writer Stetan Zweig and his wife were 
found dead at ther home in Petropolis, Brazil, on Monday, 
in cmrcumstances which. suggested tnat they had taken ther 
lives. 

In a letter to the President of the Pen Club, Claudio de Souza, 
Zweig wrote: ‘* My last duty ts to thank this marvellous coun- 
try which has received me so hospitably. After | saw the 
country of my language tail. and Europe destroying itsel!. and 
as | reach the age ofe 60, nt would require immense strength 
to reconstru@ my lie, my energy is exhausted through 
years of peregrination as one without a country.” 

Zweig came to England ten years ago to work on a biography 
of Mary Queen of Scots and remaimed here until recently, 
After Hitler's occupation of Austria he was made an exile 
from that country. He became a nawralised British subject two 
years avo Stefan Zweig was one of the world’s most trans. 
lated biographers. He alsb wrote many plays, novels, and 
poems. Among these “Jeremiah” was a powerful dramatic 
work and “ The Buried Candelabrum ” told the story of the 
wanderings and burial of the famous candelabrum, from the 
Temple 

His brother Arnold, equally famous as a wrater, lives on 
Mounts Carmel, Palestine.

ANTI-SEMITISM BUSINESS 


There is a matter of great importance to our Community to 
which we consider that sufficient attention has not been drawn. 
nor have our people realiséd the necessity of immediate action 
being taken. We refer to the urgency of facing up to the ever- 
growing prejudice against Jews in business. A section of 
reputable Jewish traders have Obviously to fight against this: 
nevertheless, the prejudice ts spreading in an alarming manner, 
and it is better that we should realise nt. Surely something could 
and must be done now to try and right matters before it is too 
late. May we quote a recent experience. We are on the point 
of launching on the market a line of food products, advertised 
to the trade generally and to the country. In preparing our 
campaign we consulted some of our largest buyers.in the North 
of England as to their views, and it was immediately suggested 
that there should be no mention of our firm’s name, or they 
would start @nder a great handicap “in view of the general 
prejudice existing at the present time against people of the 
Jewish faith.” Our firm is approaching its centenary, having been 
established in this country im I8S8 by the present proprictor’s 
erandiather. We needly. hardly say, therefore, that the triendly 
advice that has been protiered to us by our Gentile friends 
cannot be taken, as we feel so strongly that it is a disgraceful 
state of affairs that a firm, for the reasons given above, should 
be asked to hide its name. We consider it our duty, as an old- 
‘established trading house, to fight down the present prejudice, 
hut we cannot do it alone if the Community do not co-operate, 
we feel the general :refiection is on the whole Community.

Himself about human beings. Science teaches us that there is an 
all-pervading universal force called gravitation which influences 
simultancously infinitely great stars and infinitely small grains 
of dust. If such a performance is possible by an insenticnt, un- 
thinking natural force, why should it not be possible for the 
Universal Force, whom the author admits rules the universe, to 
include human beings in His care? [To regulate and maintain 
such a wonderful uffiverse, the Rulér thereof must, of necessity, 
be a thinking force, therefore able to perform even greater and 
move wonderiul acts. than by gravitation and other natural 
forces. Bormann further declares that their God is “ nature's 
laws, and by acting according to those laws they serve their God. 

The 
law of life, as manifested in the plant and lower animal kingdoms, 
is for the strong to devour the weak; but the law of Judaism 
and Christianity is to protect the weak from the strong. Which 
law is more befitting to mankind? Nazism, through Martin 
Bormann, calls us to return to the jungle as the highest ideal. 
True religion calls us to strive to get nearer to the thinking, 
Omnipotent, Omniseient, Universal Force.—Mr. Josern FInn, 
33, Norwich Avenuc, Bournemouth.

Reorientation of the Movement Urged 


The annual conference of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies was held at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, E., 
recently, with Bro. Barnett Janner, the Peesident, in the chair. 

The President, in the course of an address, expressed con- 
gratulations on behalf of the Association to Lord Wedgwood on 
his elevation to the Peerage. Reviewing the work of the Asspcia- 
tion and the movement, he said they would have to face up to 
the important task of reconstruction so that the many members 
of Jewish Friendly Societies now in the Forces would be able 
to come back to their Socicties and assist in that work. 

Bro. J. Heller, Chairman of the Executive, moved the adop- 
tion of the annual report and accounts. He referred to the fact 
that despite many difficulties the Association had continucd to 
work from Camperdown House, and many useful schemes had 
been carried on without any diminution. 

In the debate which followed, Bro. I. E. Ginsberg (Order of 
Ancient Maccabeans) said that the recorded figures disclosed a 
reduction. in the membership, and in his opimion it was the 
duty of the new Executive Committee to secure a reorientation 
of the movement, with up-to-date methods for attracting the 
youth of the Community. 

Bro. J, Slutsky (Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David) 
said there was no concealing the fact that losses in membership 
in the movement were on a large scale. This was due not only 
to removals and death, but also to general form ot disintegration, 
Ihe mode pg! contact between the Jewish Friendly Socicty move- 
ment and the rest of the Community was out of date, The 
survival of the movement could only come about by a practical 
demonstration of the unity of purpose for which tt stood, and 
by mmplementing tts principles in a form which was understood 
by the “ man in the street.” 

Ihe report and accounts were adopted 

Ihe report of the Association’s representatives at the Board 
of Deputies (Bros. Michael Levy. I. E. Ginsberg. and Alired 
D. Bermel), which had been circulated, was submitted by Bro 
Levy. who secured the Conference's approval of the. action ol 
the Board, through the Trades Advisory Council, in Connection 
with commercial transactions 

After the President had also made a statement in connection 
with the Board’s work, the report was adopted 

Ihe Annual Conference was then closed and the meeting 
resumed as a Special Conference for gbe purpose of considering 
an amendment to the Constitution submitted from the Order 
Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham, and proposed and scconded 


by Bros \1 idenbere and Hivams., is follows: 


That in the opinion this Conference the activities of the

CAREERS ADVICE 


This week-end all boys born between February 1, 1925, and 
February 28, 1926, both dates inclusive- that is boys of 16 and 
those reaching 17 since the last registration — are required to 
register particulars about themselves at a Local Office of the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service or a Juvenile Employ- 
ment Bureau or special registration station of a Local Educa- 
tion Authority that is undertaking the work of registration, 
unless they are in one of the classes exempted by the Order. 

Boys who cannot. for a good reason, attend to-morrow for 
registration, must register as soon as possible alterwards. When 


attending, the National Registration Identity Card- must be 


taken with. 

Alter registration boys will be interviewed by Local Educa- 
tion Authorities with a view to encouraging those who have 
not associated themselves with some youth organisation or some 
form of service or training to do so. Jewish boys who are not 
already members of an accredited Jewish youth organisation 
have the opportunity to joi one now, Several Jewish groups 
and societies have been approved, including the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade. various Jewish boys® clubs affiliated to the Association 
of Jewish Youth, Jewish Scouts, Habonim and sgroups of the 
Fedesation® of Zionist Youth, and youth societies of the 
Mizrachi Federation (Bnei Akivah, Brit Chalutzim Datum, and 
forah Va Avodah). 

The Ministry of Labour and National Service has stated in 
a letter to Sir Leonard Lyle, Conservative M.P. for Bourne- 
mouth, that at present only women of 20 and 21 are being 
called up under the National Service Act. When a woman is 
called for an interview, her employer is asked tf he wishes to 
make representations that he would like to retain her services 
Ihese are carefully considered by exchange officials who have 
a tull Knowledge of local conditions.

has more or less ceased for. the time being. Further, as was 
the case last year no revenue has been received from our con- 
siderable holding of Sterling Bonds -of the Adriatica Elettrica

WORK RESUMED IN IRAQ 


| am vlad to be able to tell you. that notwithstanding the 
1g during May and June of last year, our stafl 
came through their ordeal safely and by drrangement with the 
Government and the consulting engineers we were able to recom- 
mence part of the works in July. Progress has been good and 
we anticipate. the. completion of the essential portion of the 
contract early this year.

THE PROPER. PERSPECTIVE 


To bring the picture into proper perspective we must realise 
that part of the year 1941 comprised the beginning of the third 
year otf this struggle tor existence, and it ts not surprising that 
those upon whom was placed the task of directing material and 
energies to the full prosecution of the war should tind them- 
selves compelled to divert both labour and materials to the ail- 
mportant purposes of war, and to reduce to a minimum the 
balance available of consumer goods tor the people 

Consequently, last year was a most difficult one for the retail 
trader. All, large or small, faced the same Iimitation of supplies: 
all were atlected by the widening of consumer rationing, further 
depletion of stafl, contraction of sclling space, etc. In our case

Substantial sums have been 
written off profits for the year, many of them of a nature pecuhar 
only to war conditions.

WEIGHING THE FUTURE 


To this 1 must explain that your Directors are chiefly con- 
cerned, not with the opportunities of the moment, ‘but rathei 
with complete and etlective rehabilitation after the war. As a 
war-time measure we are largely precluded from expending money 
or labour on repairs and maintenance of buildings and plant, 
and consequently much of this costly work remains to be carried 
out atter the war. We shall need our reserve resources then, 
hence the recommended drop in dividend. The net result of this 
is that we are in a position to increase the Company's surplus 
by £275,053. 

The figure provided for taxation on the profits of the Company 
for 1941 at £3,557,205 is considerably lower than the provision 
for the previous year owing to the heavy reduction in the sum 
required to meet Excess Profits Tax tor the year under review. 
Appropriations for building reserve. (bringing this item to 
1.100.000) and benevolent fund remain as_ before. In the 
halance-sheet the assets remain. much the same, less the write-off 
on properties and fixtures provided for in the profit and loss 
account. Stocks on hand appear higher at £4.910.589. but this 
includes a large amount of Purchase Tax recoverable only as the 
goods are sold. As the war continues, tt is to be expected that 
there will be further diminution In consumer supplies, causing 
contraction in the business of retail distribution, and this Com- 
pany, in common with other retailers, will have to face up to it. 

Our main ellort will be directed towards protecting the Com- 
pany’s goodwill and resources, with the hope that when our 
people return from their service to fill their jobs again we shall 
have preserved the organisation so well that there will be plenty 
of outlet for their energies.
